High Frosh Enrollment 


SURVEY of enrollment of 29 
small colleges in the tri-state 
area of Pennsylvania, Ohio and West 
Virginia revealed that Juniata Col- 
lege ranked first in the percentage of 


increase in the freshman class. The 
survey was conducted by the office 
of the dean of students at Bethany 
College in November and was based 
on enrollment figures for the first 
term, 1950-51. 


Only seven of the 29 colleges show- 
ed any increase in freshman enroll- 
ment over 1949. The decrease in the 
overall enrollment of 5.1 percent for 
Juniata was less than the decrease 
of 13 other colleges. 


Juniata’s freshman enrollment 
jumped from 185 to 215, an increase 
of 16.2 percent. Antioch College in 
Ohio had a similar increase, but only 
Albright, Dickinson, Gettysburg, 
Grove City and Heidelberg showed 
any increase. The decrease ran as 
high as 32 percent in some institu- 
tions. 


The only college to show an in- 
crease in total enrollment was Woost- 
er; all other institutions in the sur- 
vey suffered a loss ranging up to 
18.68 percent. 


‘Showalter 


Face 'Real Crisis’ 
UNIATA COLLEGE faces “a real 
crisis,” President Calvert N. Ellis 
has disclosed, “unless voluntary sup- 
port from alumni and friends takes 
an upward trend.” 


In a letter accompanying a report 
of progress on the college’s postwar 
development program, Dr. Ellis 
pointed out that decreasing enroll- 
ments and higher operating and 
maintenance costs have brought on 
this crisis to “our college, as well as 
many other privately-endowed 


schools.” 


The college head admitted that he 
was “disturbed in the trend which 
our giving is taking” and quoted 
figures to indicate a decline in the 
postwar and alumni funds since 


1946-47. 


“If we are to carry on a normal col- 
lege program successfully and con- 
tinue to build the facilities we need, 
this trend must be reversed,” Dr. El- 
lis said. 

At the beginning of Juniata’s 75th 
anniversary year in September, the 
college had passed the halfway mark 
in an effort to raise one million dol- 
lars for a postwar fund. A total of 
$550,495 has been contributed to 
provide for new buildings, modern- 
ize existing facilities, and increase 
scholarships and endowment. The 
fund was established in 1944. 
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Receive Scholarships 


HE ALUMNI scholarship award- 

ed each year to a promising en- 
tering student at Juniata College has 
been granted to John A. Dale, a pre- 
medical freshman from Curwens- 
ville, Pa. 


Four concurrent scholarships at 
$250 each are now awarded annually 
under the Alumni scholarship fund 
which has accumulated through 
many years of alumni giving to the 
college.

“make time” for interesting hobbies and non-academic pursuits. This article on Miss Lillian

T HE printed page takes second 

place to a collection of rare and 
beautiful glassware in the “after 
hours” of a college librarian. 

In her moments off duty as librar- 
ian at Juniata College. Miss Lillian

glassware. 

A handsome cherry corner cup- 
board containing antique glasses first 
aroused her interest in glassware and 
it now houses her hobby.

“Usually such antique pieces go 
unrecognized for years until someone

case with a lovely amber flask bear- . 


ing pictures of George Washington 
and Zachery ‘Taylor in hand blown 
glass. It was found by Miss Evans 
covered with turpentine and tar at 
an old pottery mill. 

On the basis of comparison and 
study, Miss Evans has developed the 
skill to recognize true antique pieces. 
It is her belief that the most identify- 
ing characteristic is the rough, unfin- 
ished edge caused by improper hand 
molding. 

Traveling has become a secondary 
interest to the librarian and she has 
visited many European countries and 
each of the 48 states. During the war 
she served as librarian in various 
army and navy libraries in Cali- 
fornia. It was on these travels that 
she collected many pieces of her val- 
uable hobby.

Humble Beginning 


UNIATA COLLEGE’S “humble 
beginning” was vividly relived by 
Dr. Frances Harvey Green for the 
“modern generation” of college stu- 
dents in Oller Hall on Oct. 4. 


The eminent author and orator, 
who was a member of the faculty 
from 1884 to 1888, spoke at the first 
in a series of special assembly pro- 
grams in observance of Juniata’s 75th 
anniversary year. Although he con- 
centrated on a witty and reminiscent 
narration of his experiences in the 
early days of the college, Dr. Green 
urged the students “not to look 
mourntully into the past, but look 
into the future.” 


“Toil on” was the challenge he 
hurled to the current administration, 
faculty and students in emphasizing 
“glorious Juniata ... great in its 
history . . . prosperous in its present 
... promising as to its future.” The | 
89-year “young” headmaster emeritus 
of Pennington School for Boys stres- 
sed the varied attributes of the 
founders and early leaders of the 
Brethren Normal School which later 
became Juniata College. 


He referred to the presidents of 
Juniata, all of whom he has known 
intimately with the exception of 
Brother Zook, and the founders — 
“AB, JB and HB, the Brumbaughs, 
three busy b’s” — and people like 
Brother Quinter, the Ollers, Prices 


and Swigarts. 


“All were men of strength .. . in- 
terest... intelligence to a degree... 
men of faith. It’s faith, not doubt, 
which accomplishes things in this 
world,” he declared. Referring to 
the broadmindedness of the found- 
ers in allowing the school to be co- 
educational, Dr. Green insisted that 
these men were “men of vision, men 
of outlook.” 


Dr. Green paid sincere tributes to 
Dr. I. Harvery Brumbaugh and Dr. 
C. C. Ellis in his summation of the 
comments of early days at “glorious 
Juniata.”

Vet Total Drops 


b Cee enrollment at Juniata 
College this term totals only 15.2 

per cent of the student body as com- 

pared to 39.7 per cent in 1947. 


Figures released by the office of 
the registrar disclosed that only 94 
of the 617 students on campus this 
year are veterans. The peak was 
reached in 1947 when 262 of the 660 
students were former servicemen. 


Only 14 men in the freshman class 
of nearly 220 are veterans, the report 
disclosed. There are 23 sophomores, 
28 juniors and 23 seniors plus six 
post-graduate and special students 
listed as vets. Three coeds are in- 
cluded among the total of 94 veter- 
ans currently enrolled. 


The report also showed that only 
three men have been recalled to ac- 
tive duty as reserves since college 
opened in September. They were:

“Holland,” :Miss Fisher remarks,

in this bicycle-flower-herring area, 
the trio attended a Monte Carlo bal- 
let in an open air theater and went 
swimming in the North Sea. They al- 
so met two Dutch girls who,. accord- 
ing to Miss Tausch, “knew more 
popular American songs than we 
did.” In their Dutch hit parade, top 
spots were “Music, Music, Music” 
and “Forever and Ever.” 





On to Belgium 


From the flat Dutch lands the 
three excursionists went by train to 
Belgium, and after four days touring 
there, including a visit to Ghent, they 
moved on to Western Germany. 


In Western Germany, where 15 
days were spent sightseeing, the 
globe-trotters sailed up the Rhine, 
visiting the ninth century Marksburg 
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castle and the beautiful health re- 
sort, “Boppard,” (Pearl of the 


Rhine.) They attended the Passion. 


Play at Oberammergau, viewed the 
“badly bombed” city of Cologne, 
traveled by bus to the Black Forest, 
and visited the gaudy castle of “The 
Mad King” built by Louis II. 


While in Heidelberg they saw the 
prison where university students 
were placed in solitary confinement 
on a bread-and-water diet for break- 
ing university rules.

Next Stop Switzerland

In Paris the voyagers went to the 
opera, shopped for gloves and _per- 


fume, and refrained from climbing 
the Eiffel Tower because of its high 
degree of “swayability.” 


After a week of eye gazing in 
France and a ride on a double decker 
train, the traveling trio crossed the 
English Channel to Dover and the 
White Cliffs. ““The White Cliffs 
weren’t as white as we expected them 
to be,” Miss Edwards said, “but they 
were beautiful.” 


‘Real English’ Tea 


The three sipped their first “real 
English” tea while on train from 
Dover to London. In London they 
saw three plays and followed another 
English custom that of drinking cof- 
fee, or tea, and eating ice cream serv- 
a at ati seats during intermission.

forces of Juniata performed 
with such majestic fury in upsetting 
favored Washington College of 
Chestertown, Md., Coach Bill Smaltz 
remarked: “If we played all season 
Just two-thirds of the football we 
played against Washington, no team 
would have beaten us.” 


Actually the 1950 record of four 
wins, four defeats was better than 
Coach Bill had anticipated. Obvious- 
ly, Smaltz figured on this season as 
“a building year” and utilized fresh- 
men in adopting a two platoon sys- 
tem.

And as Ted Battles, sports editor 
of The Daily News, Huntingdon, 
put it: “Off the form they showed 
late this year, barring wholesale 
draft, the returning Indians will be 
taking aim at that best in history 
mark of five wins and two losses. .. .” 


Believe it or not, Juniata’s 1950 
total net gain exceeded last season’s 


offense total by more than 400 yards 
—and last year Meteor Mike Dzvonar 
led the Tribe to its best season. 
Dzvonar made 816 yards and scored 
93 points. 


In team totals, Juniata proved far 
superior on paper in total net gain, 
but it did not pay off in the scoring 
department. The Tribe recorded a 
total of 2,246 yards by rushing and 
passing to the opponents’ 1,882. And 
Juniata had an edge of 665 yards 
in rushing, but the opposition held 
a 301 yard advantage in passing. 


At one stage in the season, with a 
record of one victory, four defeats, 
Smaltz may have voted in favor if 
there had been a proposal to decide 
football games by statistics. The sum- 
mary then showed that Juniata held 
a 40-yard margin in total offense but 
had lost to Westminster, Hartwick, 
Haverford and Dickinson. The lone 
victory had been over traditional ri- 
val, Susquehanna. 


By mid-season, however, the fresh- 
man camp held in late August began 
to “pay off” as the Indian newcomers 
had more plays in their repertoire 
than ever before. The squad concen- 
trated on developing the buck lateral 
series and many plays evolving from 
the “Y” formation (which Bill com-

pares to Penn’s lopsided L offensive 
formation) were introduced. 


With the improved offense, a de- 
fensive line which refused to “give” 
much ground, and effective pass de- 
fense, Juniata did wind up the 1950 
season in sparkling fashion. 


Coy Hicks, Juniata’s leading choice 
for “all-team” mention, and Phil 
Chabody, offensive sparkplug, (the 
co-captains) led at least seven men 
into their final collegiate action 
against Washington. Joining this 
pair on the offensive platoon were 
Jerry Africa, center, and Bob Mor- 
rissey, end. Hicks and Morrissey also 
played on defense along with Gene 
Shaffer, heaviest man on the squad 
at 205. 


One of the two regular fullbacks, 
Mike Mervis, also expected to be 
graduated before next football sea- 
son, but he was injured and unable 
to play in the final contest. The other 
senior was Bill Campbell, reserve 
guard who saw only limited action 
through the season. 


Korody Leads Juniata 

Ray Korody, Greensburg, a three 
letter winner and only senior on the 
team, is captain of Juniata College’s 
basketball quintet. Korody is also an 
outstanding intercollegiate golfer.

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Loschiavo Sets Pace On Offense Platoon 


HE spectacular running of Or- 
‘lando Loschiavo in the season's 
finale not only sparked Juniata’s up- 
set victory over Washington College 


but also enabled the Ambridge, Pa., 


halfback to cop scoring and offense 
honors for the Indians in 1950. 


Loschiavo, a 5-8, 145-pound sopho- 
more, régistered two touchdowns as 
Juniata startled favored Washing- 
ton, 19-13, to balance the season’s 
record at four victories and four de- 
feats. This gave him a season total 
of 36 points. 

In total offense, Loschiavo edged 
Co-captain Phil Chabody, Johns- 
town, Pa., with a total net gain of 
549 yards. He accounted for 308 
yards by rushing and 241 yards by 


passing; Chabody’s total was 506 
yards. Loschiavo raced 60 yards for 
one touchdown against Washington 
as a substitute for the injured Cha- 
body to provide his margin over the 
co-captain. 

A hard-running sophomore full- 
back, Joe Dobal of Aliquipa, Pa. was 
Juniata’s individual rushing leader. 
Dobal rammed for 460 yards in 11] 
times to top Chabody’s 444 yards. 


Loschiavo led the passers with 19 
completions in 44 attempts for 241 
yards. Ernest Orler, also an Am- 
bridge halfback, was runner-up in 
passing with 10 out of 24 for 174 
yards. Orler, a freshman, led the 
punting department with a 35.7 av- 
erage for 29 kicks.

From Puerto Rico 


| alee BOLD and treacherous plot 


to assassinate President “Truman 
caused millions to wonder “what 
goes on” in Puerto Rico. Among a 
group of college students working on 
that small island last Summer was 
Margaret A. Roop ’50 (now Mrs. 
Frank H. Mitchell, Jr.) who submit- 
ted observations on the situation for 
this Bulletin. She wrote: 


6é 


. the recent nationalistic up- 
rising on the island with its outbreak 
in this country in the attempt to as- 
sassinate President Truman certainly 
did not have the backing of the great 
majority of the Puerto Ricans who 
realize that they are not in any way 
ready to ask for or to fight for inde- 
pendence. Most of them would not 
want freedom from the United States 
if they were ready for it. 


“The following excerpt from a 
letter which I received from a fellow 
workcamper soon after the assassina- 
tion attempt probably sums up what 
any American who has recently spent 


time on the island would HE inclined 


to say: 


“I visited a gang of young nation- 
alists when I hiked with Tony to the 
mountain town of Lares and they're 
fine people. ‘They’re just badly mis- 
informed and hot-tempered, nothing 
more. What Puerto Ricans would 
do with their freedom if they got it 
is what puzzles me. Idealistically they 
may be in the right but the whole 
idea is fantastically impractical’,” 
wrote the friend of Miss Roop’s. 


Miss Roop then told of her experi- 
ences: 


The summer of 1950 was a never- 
to-be-forgotten one for eight United 
States college students who joined 
with three Puerto Rican students at 
Marina Neighborhood House in 
Mayaguez, Puerto Rico, to be mem- 
bers of a youth work camp. Schools 
all the way from Occidental College 
in Los Angeles to Polytechnic Insti- 
tute in San German, Puerto Rico, to 
Juniata were represented by the 
group and though none of us had 
ever met until we arrived at the set- 


tlement house on June 15 we soon 
knew that we had come with a com- 
mon ideal and purpose. 


The work camp idea is a com- 
paratively new one which is designed 
to give college students a chance to 
spend a summer in volunteer Chris- 
tian service in some worthy project. 


Marina Neighborhood House 
where our camp was stationed is lo- 
cated in the heart of the waterfront 
slum area of the third largest city of 
the island. It ministers to hundreds 
of the inhabitants who use the facili- 
ties of its church, day school, nursery, 
dispensary and recreation program. 


Our project at Marina was to paint 
the interior and exterior of all the 
buildings. None of us were profes- 
sional house painters when we ar- 
rived but ten weeks and 252 gallons 
of paint later we were much wiser 
in the ways of the paint brush! 


We worked a seven and a half 
hour day and both on and off duty 
we tried to learn all we could about 
the island on which we were tempor- 
ary residents. We found the Puerto 
Ricans very friendly folks who were 
anxious to help us in any way they 
could to know and understand their 
customs and way of life. They live 
in what seemed to all of us one of 
the most gorgeous spots in all the 
world but their problems are mani- 
fold. 


The island’s economic situation is 
very strained. The land area is so 
smal] (Puerto Rico is only 100 miles 
long and 35 miles wide) that the 
people cannot support themselves 
adequately by the only occupation 
that most of them know—farming. 
The United States government is 
trying to relieve this condition by 
encouraging industries which will 
employ many people and enable 
them to earn enough to support 
their families decently. 


Undoubtedly the change-over pro- 
cess will take a long, long time but 
not until the economic problem is 
at least on the way to being solved 
can the people hope for too much 
relief for the educational, social and 
religious difficulties.
